He soon in- 
fused a "get there" spirit in the 
hearts of his congregation, and then, 
just as he had relieved them of their 
financial burdens he caused them to 
quake with tirnidi y hy advocating 
the remodeling of the whole church- 
structure. The members, 
buwevei, 


gave theii consent, and the miuistar 
took off bis coat, figuratively and lit- 
erally, and went to work. The result 
MOB an entire new edifice with tbe 
exception of the outer walL*,and today 
I believe his congregation is paying 
interest on only a little over two 
thousand dollais indebtedness. 


Mr. Johnston believes that theordi- 


naiy man ia not so much interested in 
questions of theology as they are in 
the problems of every day, practical 
religion. He believes that there is a 
lunging in most men's hearts to woi- 
ship God in I heir own' way, (tnbamper- 
ed by ritual forms or prescribed cere- 
monies, without pretending to under- 
stand the corfiplex mysteiies of theol 
ogy. And it was will) these thoughts 
in mind that he established the men's 
meetings where everyday religion hai 
been preached for seven year?, teach- 
ing man's relation and duty to liitn- 
splf, to hi" family, to his neighbor, to 
bis community and to his Creator.

There have been those, who are 
beneath contempt, that have attempted, 
to ridicule, disparage and condemn, 
and called these meetings "Sunday 
s'audeville" of a low type, but I feel 
that I understand my God better and 
that I am a belter citizen, a better 
husband and a better'father because of 
ttfeso men's meetings.

Mr. Johnston has built his church 


on a strong foundation and made it a 
power for good iu tt>e community and 
scores of men who previous to these 
meetings had never set foot inside of 
a church since their childhood days 
are now regular attendants. 


So much for Rev. Johnston, tbe 


preacher. Now for a short recital of 
deeds accomplished by Rev. Johns- 
ton, Ihe citizen, which have been of 
benefit to the whole community. 


First, there is tbe public ambulafice 


which has been going on its errands 
«f mercy for foui or Hve years. 


The Bristol Trust Company Is a 


monument to bis pluok, courage and 
perseverance. 
Frowned upon at tbe 


beginning by tbe big financial men 
of the town as an unnecessary insti- 
tution, yet hfc pushed ahead against 
great odds and obtained the necessary 
barking until tbe bank opened its 
doors to depositors with a savings de- 
partment as an adjunct paying inter- 
est on deposits. Up until that time 
Bristol bad no bank paying interest 
on deposits. 


That Mr. Jounstfli- was right in bis 


views aud tbat the opponents of the 
new enterprise were wrong is attested 
by the fact that the chief opposition 
soon purchased a controlling portion 
of the stock of the Trust Company 
at a premium of twelve dollars a 
share. 


1 ben followed a movement inaug- 


urated hy Mr. Johnston which brokr 
the monopoly which robbed tbe people 
on the sale of ice. The People's Ice 
Company which be* primarily insti- 
tuted freed "the monopolistic bold 
on a necessity of life. 


Mr. Johnston has also been active 


in politics always and indefatigably 
fin the side of lb« people. His record 
in that direction stands out M prom- 
itently it is scarcely needful to re- 
count, ft was under big. leadership 
tbat Mr. Difendeifer was flist selec- 
ted at the meeting of the conferees of 
Bucks and Montgomery counties, tbat 
Mr. Difenderfer was placed on the 
ticket when the Montgomery dele- 
gates bad eenteiod on a man wbo 
positively could not have defeated 
Mr. Wanger at tbat lime.
